HELL IS REAL 
HELL IS FOR ALL ETERNITY 


It may surprise you to learn that no one in the Bible spoke more about the reality of hell than 
Jesus, Himself! He declared, “Do not be afraid of those who kill the body but cannot kill the soul. 
Rather be afraid of the one who can destroy both soul and body in hell.“ Matthew 10:28 








Those are sobering words, and we all need to take them very seriously. Hell is real and if one 
chooses to live so as to warrant everlasting condemnation in hell, there is no escape. Hell is for- 
ever—for all eternity. After one dies there are no do overs. Despite God’s mercy and love, many 
souls are spending eternity in unspeakable suffering because of the choices they made here on 
earth. God is truly right and just and all good. If there were no hell, then we would truly live in 
an unjust world in which tyrants and abusers , liars and cheaters, murderers and thieves, and all 
the evildoers would never pay for their evil ways. The Bible calls hell a place of “outer darkness: 
there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth.” Matthew 25:30 


It is important to realize the Jesus spoke about hell’s reality not out of hate or anger; but out of 
love and warning. Yes, hell is real, it does exist. God gave us the free will to choose. God does 
not want us to make the choices that will bear the consequences of spending eternity in the fires 
of hell. God has provided the Way to be with Him forever in heaven-that Way is Jesus Christ, 
His only Son. Jesus suffered and died as a perfect sacrifice to the Father for the sins of the whole 
world. Jesus opened the Gates of Heaven so man could return to his loving Creator. It is each 
person’s personal choice to follow Jesus or to follow the evil one.

The First Torture in hell is the profound loss of God. 
The Second Torture in hell is perpetual remorse of conscience. 
The Third Torture is knowing that one’s condition will NEVER CHANGE. 
The Fourth Torture is the fire that will penetrate the soul without ever destroying it. 
The Fifth Torture is continual darkness and a terrible suffocating smell. 
The Sixth Torture is the constant company of the prince of darkness satan. 

The Seventh Torture is the horrible despair, vile hatred of God, wicked words, curses, 
and blasphemies, and indescribable torments of the senses. Each soul undergoes terrible 
sufferings related to the manner in which it has sinned. The tortures of hell are self-imposed. 
There are caverns and pits of torture where one form of agony differs from another. 
The sinner will be tortured throughout all eternity. 


The Catholic Church teaches in Lesson 37 of the Baltimore Catechism: 

“Q. 1379. What is Hell? A. Hell is a state to which the wicked are condemned, and in which they are de- 
prived of the sight of God for all eternity, and are in dreadful torments. 

Q. 1380. Will the damned suffer in both mind and body? 

A. The damned will suffer in both mind and body, because both mind and body had a 
Share in their sins. The mind suffers the "pain of loss" in which itis tortured by the 

) thought of having lost God forever, and the body suffers the "pain of sense" by which it 
is tortured in all its members and senses.”

Beginning May ist. The only Mass that will be celebrated at St. Barnabas will be the Traditional Latin Mass on 
Sunday mornings. There will be no daily Masses and no confession available at this time. I will continue to 
celebrate daily Holy Mass and hear Confessions before every Mass through April. Please continue to attend the 
Latin Holy Mass. At this point, I do not have any information as to exactly how the parish will operate. As I 
am given more information, I will relay it to you. 


Iam so sorry to all of you that have been members for so many years and share a life-time of memories here. 
Many of you were married here, buried your spouses from our Church, your children were baptized here and 
they received their First Holy Communions or went to school at St. Barnabas. These are difficult and emotional 
times. Many tears will be shed Iam sure. 


I want to personally thank all our parish organizations that have worked so hard in the O'Fallon community to 

bring Jesus to so many people. Thank you for your generous support and dedication and your time and talent 

throughout these years. There are no words to convey the sadness in my heart. Despite the odds against us, this 
little parish of ours may still make its 60th Anniversary! 


To those families who have joined us in the last few years. I want to thank you, also. So many of you have told 
me you felt you had found a home here with us. This parish was brought back to life over these last 6 months 
and Iam sorry that it may not be able to continue to bloom. I pray that difference you have seen and felt here 
will be spread throughout the parishes where you may become members. 


My good and faithful flock, please do not be bitter or angry. Remember the good times and these good people 
that are your parish family. You have touched me and through knowing all of you I have become a better 
priest. We cannot go backwards in life. Sometimes we wish we could have a redo of sorts and sometimes that ts 
impossible to do. Nothing can change what has been put into motion and I am asking that you accept it with 
kindness and good will. Sometimes we are given crosses that seem impossible to bear at the time and we 
cannot understand God’s plan. We must Just pick them up and Follow Him. 


This little parish ts truly a piece of Heaven on earth. If I may leave you with one final thought today, 
“Do everything you do in life for the Glory of God!” In the end that is all that really matters. May Our Dear 
Lord bless you and keep you close to Him, His Blessed Mother, and St. Joseph throughout your lives.
